Jerry Robbins of Pontotoc 
graduated from Itawamba Junior 
College in 1978. 

He played baseball his 
freshman year, participated 
in intramurals and lived in a 
residence hall. 

Fast forward to 2014. 
Robbins is Division President 
for Renasant Bank in Pontotoc. 
He and his wife, Julie, have three 
children, Will, Hart and Ivy. 

Will, who is the business 
development officer for Renasant 

ank in Starkville, and Hart, a 
speech pathology major at Ole 
Miss, are both graduates of ICC. 
vy is in her freshman year at 
CC. 

Robbins said although 
CC's face has changed with a 
enior-college look, the quality 
of education it offers is the 
same today as it was 36 years 
ago. "There is the same quality 
education, quality professors 
and quality administration. The 
only difference is the facilities 
and the size. The high quality of 
education is the constant." 

Robbins said that when he 
transferred to Mississippi State 
Jniversity, all of his courses 



applied toward his bachelor's 
degree in business with emphasis 
in banking and finance. "Seamless 
transition is huge,' he noted. 
Robbins also is a graduate of the 
Mississippi School of Banking 
at the University of Mississippi, 
the Mid-South School of Banking 
at the University of Memphis, 
Commercial Lending School 
at Vanderbilt and the Banking 
School of the South at Louisiana 
State University. "All you have 
to do now is call the university 
(where you plan to transfer) and 
the 2 + 2 program will ensure 
you're on track. ICC's students 
get a super great foundation." 

Robbins mentioned teachers 
and administrators of IJC of 
1978 with gratitude, including 
W.E. Boggs and Billy Caples. 
"All of the teachers are so 
accomplished," he said in 
comparing them with today's 
Dr. (David) Cole, Mike Eaton 
and Jada Mills as well as his IJC 
classmates, Dean Burchfield, 
Maria Staub and Stephanie Riley, 
who all became teachers at ICC. 
"They take your kids and treat 
them like they are their kids, 
which is a comforting feeling as a 
parent. They have been so good 



to my children." 

Robbins said that ICC's low 
cost is "just the icing on the 
cake." 

Robbins has encouraged his 
children to be involved. Ivy is 
carrying on the tradition of the 
Robbins' membership in the 
Baptist Student Union, and both 
Will and Hart took that advice 
and translated it into multiple 
student activities. Ivy is a member 
of the tennis team, and Hart was 
captain of the ICC All-American 
Band dance line. 

Community involvement is just 
as important to Jerry Robbins. He 
is a past president of the Pontotoc 
Rotary Club and the Salvation 
Army and currently a member of 
the boards of United Way and 
the Pontotoc Hospital. Every 
year just before Thanksgiving, 
he participates in Feeding of the 
5,000 through the First Baptist 
Church of Pontotoc, where he 
serves as a deacon. He has been 
a member of ICC's Foundation 
Board since 2009. 

ICC's quality education, 
professors and administration... 
the same then as now. "That's 
why you say to your kids, T want 
you at ICC,'" Robbins said. 
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Itawamba Community College knows how to 
throw a party. 

Just ask those who have attended its annual 
tailgate party, which has been sponsored by the 
ICC Alumni Association since its inception in 
2004. 

The party, which continues as a way for ICC 
to express its appreciation to area legislators, 
supervisors and members of the various boards 
which serve the College, is scheduled each 
year prior to the first football game. The only 
exception has been in 2005 when Hurricane 
Katrina played havoc with the community college 
football schedule, and the party was postponed a 
couple of weeks. 

Although the location has changed - it's 
moved from the Grove to the front of the Davis 
Event Center to its current site, the Cypress 
Pavilion - each year the tailgate party is much- 
anticipated. 

"It's an opportunity for us to give back to 
our community of supporters," said President 
Mike Eaton. "We can enjoy good food and good 
company in an informal setting." 

Over the years, the agenda has included 
such activities as face painting and pictures with 
Chief Winnemaw for the children, performance 
by the Ail-American Band and mini-pep rallies. 
There have been blood pressure screenings 
and special announcements. The renaming of 
College buildings and a football field have been 
celebrated. One year, SuperTalk's J.T. Show 
originated from there. 

This year, a shiny bright red antique pickup 
truck marked the West Main Street teepee 
entrance for guests, but those who came in the 
back way weren't left out. A teal and white Ford 

?>ickup positioned at that entrance was decorated 
or the occasion as well. 

Approximately 500 guests mingled with 
ICC's administrators, faculty, staff and students, 
catching up on the latest. Children posed for 
pictures in Indian cutouts, played cornhole, were 
fitted for headdresses and danced to the music of 
the ICC Ail-American Band. 

The decorations. The relaxed atmosphere. The 
laughter. The fun. It's true. Itawamba Community 
College knows how to throw a party. It's hard to 
top this one, but just wait 'til next year! 
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Dr. Amanda Pitts Summers 
of Mantachie, Alumnus of the 
Year. Dr. Ketra Armstrong, a 
Tupelo native, Athletic Hall of 
Fame. Coach Butch Thompson, 
an Amory native, Athletic Hall 
of Fame. 

Dr. Summers credited her 
parents, Jerry and Doris Pitts, 
for her decent work ethic. "I 
know that my life would have 
been different if I hadn't had 
the support of my family," she 
said. "I come from good stock. 
They empowered us to reach 
high expectations." 

As the 2014 Homecoming 
theme, Reflect on Yesterday.... 
Discover Tomorrow, suggested, 
Dr. Summers recalled her life 
at ICC as a series of "wow" 
moments... from "bullpen style" 
registration to serving as Miss 
ICC to theatrical performances 
to the lifelong friendships she 
made. 

Interwoven in her story was 
how Jim Long, former chairman 
of the Natural Science Division, 
made a difference in her 
selection of a career. "Just 
give me your transcript," she 
quoted Long. "Go stand in the 
pre-pharmacy line." And that 
she did. Summers earned her 
associate's degree from ICC, 
graduated cum laude from the 
University of Mississippi's 
School of Pharmacy and 
completed graduate work at 
the University of Arkansas 
for Medical Sciences. Today 
a clinical pharmacist for 
North Mississippi Medical 
Center's Outpatient Infusion 
Department, she also serves 
as a clinical assistant 
professor for the University of 
Mississippi School of Pharmacy 
where she precepts students 
in their final year of pharmacy 
school . 

"Reflecting brings a 
wonderful feeling," Dr. 
Summers said. "I feel so 
unworthy because I could never 
pay ICC back. I'm excited about 
what ICC has in store." 

Dr. Ketra Armstrong's 



path has led her from Tupelo, 
where former ICC counselor 
and women's basketball coach 
Max Munn taught her physical 
education at Green Street 
School, to the University of 
Michigan. Her intermediate 
stops include the University of 
Southwestern Louisiana and 
degrees from IJC, Mississippi 
State University and Ohio 
State University. She has been 
a professor, freelance sport 
journalist, assistant athletic 
director and head women's 
basketball coach. 

ICC teammate Marie Harrell 
Barnes described Armstrong, 
her roommate, as "humble, 
fun-loving, caring, honest, 
trustworthy, talented, studious, 
focused and a team leader with 
a good work ethic and good 
moral character." 

"I haven't been here 
(at ICC) in 30 years," Dr. 
Armstrong said. "The true 
beauty of a space is the spirit 
of its inhabitants. The most 
beautiful part of ICC is the 
collective spirit." 

"I stand on the shoulders 
of my mom and dad," she 
said. "I am from good stock. 
They empowered me not to 
mess it up. ..There is no place 
in the world I'd rather be than 
right here, right now. There 
are moments you feel on the 
inside, like a tickle in your 
soul, things that we don't pay 
attention to because we think 
that life will last forever. This is 
one of those special moments 
when my heart is fully alive, 
tickling my soul." 

Like Dr. Armstrong, Butch 
Thompson had an early 
connection to ICC. Amory 
resident Thomas Griffith, a 
current member of ICC's Board 
of Trustees and Alumni Board, 
was his Little League coach. 

Retired ICC head baseball 
coach Roy Cresap called 
Thompson "one of the top 
junior college players in the 
nation. As an adult, he has 
taken his trade in coaching 



to the top. When he came to 
Itawamba as a freshman, I 
knew very little about him, 
but I came to admire Butch 
Thompson's attitude." 

At the close of his ICC 
career, Thompson transferred 
to Birmingham Southern. 
"His numbers on the radar 
gun were not as impressive 
as some," Cresap said of 
Thompson, "but it was the work 
ethic and determination that 
he has applied to his career. 
He coaches the same way he 
played. I've been proud of him 
as a player, coach and great 
guy. He's a solid family man 
and a Christian." 

That's high praise from an 
award-winning coach in his own 
right. 

Thompson has picked up a 
few awards of his own. He was 
recently selected as the 2014 
National Assistant Coach of the 
Year by both Baseball America 
and the American Baseball 
Coaches Association. 

On the way to his current 
position as associate baseball 
coach at Mississippi State 
University, where he is entering 
his seventh season, Thompson 
has coached at Huntingdon 
College, Birmingham Southern, 
the University of Georgia and 
Auburn University. 

The high school two-sport 
athlete Thompson said he had 
to make his first life decision 
when he was 17. "I found it 
right here," Thompson said. "It 
was on that field named Roy 
Cresap Field," where Thompson 
found his identity as a pitching 
coach. He credited both ICC 
and coach Cresap. "You helped 
me find my passion for life. It's 
made an indelible mark. I know 
we're not doctors, but a coach 
is special." 

"This (the induction into 
ICC's Athletic Hall of Fame) is 
the most meaningful award I've 
received because it's home," 
Thompson said.

Homecoming 2014 at 
Itawamba Community College 
was packed with activities

Field. 

There were new activities 
as well as the usual fare on the 
day's schedule. 

Homecoming is about 
coming home, and that's what 
several classes, athletic teams 
and Indian Delegation members 
did. 

Those who reconnected 
were the classes of 1950, 
1954-57 and 1964; the 1974- 
84 women's basketball teams; 
the 1999 state baseball 
championship team; and 25 
years of Indian Delegation. 

And reconnect they 
did. 1954-57 class reunion 
organizer Betty Waddle 
Garrison of Decatur, Ala., who 
was a cheerleader, recalled the 
I J C of those days. "Everybody 



knew everybody then," Garrison 
said. "There were no conflicts. 
We did a few mischievous 
things like going to breakfast in 
our pajamas." 

"We had to walk wherever 
we went," said her classmate 
Joyce Alexander McGar of 
Pontotoc. "We couldn't ride 
in cars." There was a movie 
downtown, but they were not 
permitted to drive. "We had to 
walk to the show," echoed Sara 
Spigner Duncan of Marietta. 

Janet Loden, also of 
Marietta, attended the reunion 
for the class of 1964. "I went 
to high school here, and I 
was very upset over the (high 
school) building being torn 
down, but I'm proud of what 
ICC is now. This building 
(David C. Cole Student Services 
Building, which stands on the 
site formerly occupied by IAHS) 
does it justice." 

There were performances by 
CenterStage, the jazz band and 
the steel drum band; a Red, 
Hot and Blue cookout; a Kid 
Zone; pep rally; and meet the 
Homecoming court. 



ICC's football team 
participated in the new Warpath 
Walk as hundreds of supporters 
waving pompons lined the 
sidewalk as the Indians made 
their way from the Student 
Activities Center to Eaton Field 
following their pre-game meal. 

"Homecoming was a 
historic day for the College," 
said Vice President of Student 
Services Buddy Collins, who 
coordinated Homecoming 2014, 
"not only with the quality of 
the inductees but with the 
event-filled day that offered 
something for everyone no 
matter what their age." 

Homecoming 2014 is 
history, but at the end of 
the day on October 25, those 
who came home to IJC/ICC 
reconnected and reflected on 
the college as they knew it.

"Tim is ICu's first former professional 
athlete to step forward and to give back, and he 
is setting a great example," said. ICC President 
Mike Eaton, who was also Bowens' coach. "We 
appreciate his kindness and generosity." 

In 2004, Bowens retired from the Dolphins, 
who selected him as the 20th pick in the first 
round in 1994. His career highlights and awards 



include two-time Pro Bowl selection (1998, 
2002) and NFL Defensive Rookie of the Year and 
All Pro honors in 1994. 

Bowens earned All-State and All-District 
honors at Okolona High School, and as a 
senior, he led the Chieftains to the Class AA 
semifinals and an 11-2 record. He also lettered 
in basketball. 

At ICC, where he played in 1991 and 1992, 
he was an NJCAA Ail-American and two-time 
MACJC All-State selection. He transferred to 
Ole Miss where he was a standout for one season 
with the Rebels before embarking on his NFL 
career which included more than 400 stops at his 
defensive tackle position. He was inducted into 
ICC's Athletic Hall of Fame in 2010, the first 
such honor for him. 

"ICC is where it all began for me," Bowens 
said in an earlier interview. "It's where I became 
a man and I appreciate that."

Applied mathematics, 
locating information and reading for 
information form the basis of the ACT 
National Career Readiness Certificate.™ 
Levels of certificates include platinum, gold, 
silver and bronze. 



"Employers in our region 
have come to value the 
assessment as part of the 
employment process," said 
James Williams, vice president 
of Economic and Community 
Services, whose division is 
responsible for administration 
of the WorkKeys. 
ACT WorkKeys test questions are based 
on situations in the everyday work world. 
The score, which is determined by the 
number of questions that are answered 
correctly, provides an opportunity for the 
test taker to compare Level Scores for those 
skills to compare to the levels required for 
the job.
